Carter said Soviet scientists 
had found a way for higher

“Soviet scientists have proved 
that higher animals can grow 
complicated new body parts after 
such parts have been removed,”

“Parts of the body like the 
lurigs, kidney, liver and stomach 
can. grow again. They are per- 
fecting this work on animals with 
the aim of applying it to people

“Think what it would mean if 
you could go to the hospital and 
have surgeons take out a diseased 
or gall bladder, or 


new healthy organ grow in place 
of the diseased one 

“This is a revolutionary 
covery.” , 

Canadian medical experts 
agreed it would indeed be revolu- 
tionary, but that was all they 
agreed on. 

“It's not possible,” 
Jacob Markowitz, who is noted 
for his work in experimental 
surgical removal of organs. 

“Growing new organs like that 
from scratch is so far beyond 
anything any one else is in con- 
tact with in any shape or form 
that I would say it is impossible,” 
said a professor of physiology 
at the University of Toronto. 

“If you took out a man's liver, 
he'd be dead long before he could 
grow a new one,” another uni- 
Versity physiologist pointed out. 

The phyisiology professor said 
scientists everywhere know it is 
sometimes possible to remove 
part of a diseased organ, such as 
a liver, and have the paft grow 
back. But he said any such re- 
generation must be on the basis 
of the old tissue. 

If all of an organ such as a} 
liver were removed, he said, it

aes entry..into the Seeond World 
War roused Syngman Rhee to action 
and.-saw him importuning Mr. Cordell 
Hull, the U.S. secretary of state, to rec- 
ognize his revolutionary government as 
the government of Korea. It was through 
the US., army, When Japan fell, that 
Syngman Rhee got himself transported 
back to Korea as a private citizen 

For Maj.-Gen. Hodge, the American 
commander in. Korea, distracted as he 
was between the refasal of the Russians 
to co-operate in forming a united gov- 
ernment for Korea, and the impossibility 
of getting any sense out of the quarrel- 
some, factional Koreans; the arrival of 
such a man as Syngman Rhee, who was 
known and respected, by all, must have 
been.like manna fron\ heaven 

By the end of 1946 Syng 
was head of an interim govern 
up by Gen. Hodge as a sort of training 
ground for full autonomous government; 
and within less than three vears, by the 
aid of the United Nations, he was Presi- 
dent of the Korean Republic recognized 
by the United States, Great Britain, and 
others. 


LONG EXILE 

The change from the long years of 
exile, of fruitless appealing to indiffer- 
ent foreign powers of, seemingly utter 
hopelessness, to this fulfilment of all 
his dreams was so sudden, so miracu- 
lous, that one cannot but think that 
Syngman Rhee’s head was turned. ‘It is 
only fair to remember that the difficul- 
ties confronting the young republic, the 
aftermath of the war, were enormous 

But Rhee and the Koreans made mat- 
ters worse for themselves than they 
need have been. They had bitterly re- 
sented the wise decision of the 
that the government, which it was in 
tended that America and Russia would 
co-operate in forming; should be under 
the allies’ trusteeshin for five years 
They always resented it 

In spite of the Americans’ unstinted 
generosity pouring..out hundreds of 
millions of dollars to restoré Korea's fac 
tories, railways, roads, and schools—the 
Koreans would not co-operate, and Syng 
man Rhee himself was as unco-operative 
as any 

He intrigued. against Gen. Hodge be- 
hind hig back in Washington; he dex 
terousl¥ evaded alike the orders of the 
Americans (this was in the days of the 
interim government) and their remon- 
strances 

It is hardly 
spring of 1950 the US 
only persuaded with the utmost difficulty 
to vote another, $100,000,000 to save 
Korea from bankruptcy 


HARD FACT 

No amount of admiration for Syng- 
man Rhee’s life-long struggle can alter 
the hard fact that his government was 
not a good government and that he had 
the means of making it very much better 

Two overriding plainly 
visible in all Syngman actions 
It had been the purpose of all his life 
to make Korea free and 
now she was independent and he was 
determined that she should -be- free from 
interference by meddling foreign ad 
visers well intentioned their 
advice might be and whatever the con 
sequences of turning to them the deaf 
ear 

There is much to 
to regret in Dr. Syngman Rhee’s charac 
ter. His undismayed bravery and devo 
tion to his country’s cause command un 
stinted admiration. He has some excel 
lent ideas borrowed from America 

But like the late Dr. Sun Yat-sen ¢ 
China, he has reached the stage at which 
he alone knows what needs; he 
is angered by differences of opinion and 
impervious to argument. Such a com 
bination does not make the hard prob 
lem of peace in Korea any easier.
